With acy form of meat, vegetable, 
or bread there is no saace, foreign or home 
made, which can be compared with this 
simple, inexpensive dish. 

FRIED TOMATOES, 


Ithappens frequently that our “ modern 
conveniences” render the genuine broiling 
process inconvenient, and in such cases « 
tolerable substitute may be propared as 
follows ; 

Select your tomatoes as for broiling, They 
must be ripe and sound, and of nearly equal 
size, Out off a slice from the “ stem end," 
and tare out the hard core, as already do- 
scribed. Lay them, out side down, In a 
skillet well greased with batter or beef 
drip (the latter is preferable,) and of 
proper heat for frying. Ocok gently for 
about five minutes, then turn carefully, so 
as not to break the tomatoes. The cut sides 
are now on top, #o they may be sprinkled 
with salt and peppsr. The frying is then 
continued. To prevent scorching, a large 
spoovfal of cold water must be thrown in 
irom time to time as it evaporates, Too 
mnch water will cause the tomatoes to boil, 
and will break the skins ; and if permitted 
to fry dry, they will bara and stick to the

OLD VIRGINIA CREAM TOMATOES. 


The tomato hasnot been cultivated and 
tamed one enough to entirely banish a 
vertain wild and rank flavor, which olings

below the “frying point.” A higher degree 
of heat will scorch the butter, canse the 
tomatoes to stick to the iron, the juices to 
escape, and the entire dish to be spoiled. 
Into the out places at the stem end of each 
tomate press a teaspoonful of tine dry bread 
crumbs, containing a little salt, per, and 
butter, hen over all « e salt and 
pepper. Continue to cook slowly until the 
tomatoes show ry ae of breaking, which will 
ocour in ten or fifteen minutes. ‘hen pour 
in (for a dozen amall tomatoes) half a pint of 
rich, fresh cream (milk will not do), and 
immediately to remove the tomatoes, 
ro a with a tablespoon, to a vegetable

TOMATO CROUTES 

In this dish, like the last, the desirable

My last letter deseribed the low cogntries 
| and left us comfertably stabled at the Grande | 


Britannique Hotel in Brussels, sorrounded 
by parks, palaces, groves, boulevards, trees, 
shrubbery, and flowers, under a bright June 
heaven, and with endless objects of interest 


which drove us from the railway station was 
an elegant open baronche, the driver well 
dressed and polite, and the chief officials of 
the hotel stood ranged in front of the door to 
receive us as if we had been foreign potentates 
whose name and fame had preeeded na, and 
we began to wonder what the commercial 
value of these kind attentions would amount 
to when we came to settle the bill. So we 
inquired, with some trepidation, of the 
elegantly dressed coachman what would 
satisfy bim forthe trouble he had taken to 
bring us thus far, and found that he consid. 
ered it worth a franc and a half—only thirty 
cents, and we had ridden a mile; and in 
New York it would have cost us a dollar and 
ahalf. That was encouraging and we added 


\a liberal pourboire to the amount and got two 


bows from the departing driver that would be 
worth three York shillings each anywhere in 
Upper Canada or the United States. 

A good dinner followed, then an open ‘air 
concert in a lovely park with the choicest 
orchestral music, a pleasant moonlight ramble 
through shady walks, by fountains, statues, 
and palaces, a good bed, a good sleep, a good 
breakfast, and we were ready for a goo'l day 
of sight seeing. The hall porter showed ns a 
map of the city and pointed out the chief ob. 
jects.of interest. First we went to the 
Wiertz Museum which contains a collection 
of paintings and some sculptures, all the 
work of one man named Wiertz, and the 
building in which they are exhibited was 
formerly the country honse and studio of the 
painter. He would not sell his pictures, and 
after his death the city obtained poasession of 
them and the collection is now open to the 
publie view. 

He was. an artist of great power of expres- 
sion but exceedingly excentric and some even 
say crazy, especially in art matters, though 
in delicacy of touch he is often the equal of 
Rubens. On entering the gallery the firet 
painting which strikes the eye isan immense 
canvas thirty feet long by twenty in height, 
on which is surkvived the struggle of the 
Greeks and Trojans for possession of the dead 
body of Patrocius. The figures are larger 
than life size and the expression of the faces 
reminds one as mach of the heroes of the 
Nibelungen as of those described by Homer.

Progress of Inventions since (845. 


2 

In the year 1845 the present owners 
of the Sorentiric AMERICAN newspaper 
commenced its publication, and soon 
after established a bureau for the pro- 
curing of patents for inventions at home 
and in foreign countries.

Dear Eprror 
Sight seeing is proverbially tiresome. The 
| strain upon the eyes seems to weary the whole 
| body, and as we walked away from the scenes 
| I have just described the bright sunshine of 
June fell warmly upon us and we thought it 
would be pleasant to sit beneath a leafy shade, 
; eat, drink, and rest, and thus rehew the inner 
| and the outer man before proceeding farther. 
| We were walking towards our hotel, avd we 
| decided to stop there and lunch, It's easy 
| enough to decide on such things, but one 
doesn't always allow for all the crookednensses 
| of Belgian streets. After an hour's walk 
we wele surprised that our hotel did not show 
; up, and to expedite matters we stepped on 
| board the street car, [t was going in the 
| right direction, the only mistake we made 
was in getting on at: several blocks beyond 
where we should have gotten off if we had 
been on. After riding half ap hour or so the 
road ended at the entrance of a beautiful 
park. Now there was a benutifal park justa 
little to the northwest of our hotel. If we 
| trayersed it, then in a south-easterly direc. 
| tion we should come out some where very 
near to where we wanted to be, So ween- 
tered it boldly, and walked with vigor and 
iSbereet along the beautifoal and well-sprinkled 
paths and carriage tracks that meandered 
through it. Where winding and twisting is 
the order of the road it is not easy to keep 
one’s bearings exactly, but when we had 
walked some miles we came toa little lake, 
with a ferry and a handsome restaurant on 
the other side. It looked very pretty but it 
wasn't the place we wanted to get to #o we 
turned more easterly, made some short cute, 
dodged round some hedged enclosures, went 
slong some gravelled roads and finally through 
a large gateway and at last the park was be. 
hind us, and before us spread,—not the city 
of Brussels, but weary fields of wheat, and 
brick-kilns, and dusty country roads that 
sweltered in the sun ; and all North Brabant 
stretching away in fields of living green with 
here and there a red-tiled chateau crowning a 
gentle hill, ora white spire shining in the wun 
afar off, All that was very fine and very in. 
teresting and there were strange flowers under 
the hedges and pretty flints in the sand hills, 
but what we wanted was the Grand Britannic 
Hotel, and that wasn’t there. It seemed to 
be lost. The whole city of Brussels was lost 
in fact, and we searchel diligently for an 
hour before we found it. Toiling up a long 
| dusty hill we saw at length afar in the dis. 
tance a tall spire and dome that looked 
somewhat familiar ; we took our bearings 
anew and plodded on, and the lost city began 
slowly to materialize before us. We welcomed 
the crooked narrow streets again, not only 
because they led us the way we wanted to go 
but because they afforded a most welcome 
shade, Some of them were steep and trying 
to a stout man’s wind but we teddled on and 
at length reached parts that were familiar, 
andaclean, cool, pleasant place where we 
could rest and eat and drink and be refreshed 
while taking stock of what we had accom. 
| plished. We had certainly traversed the 
| Boia de la Cambre, the great suburban park, 
} 


of which the city is deservedly proud, more 
thoroughly I presume than most tourists who 
have only a day to spare tothe city. We 
had inspected the eastern suburbs, and some 
of the busy manufacturing and trading parte 
and the day was already well advanced, We 
must see what could be done in the little 
time remaining and do all we could. Among 
the sights of the city the Palace of Justice 
is second to none. It is a new building only 
begun in 1866,—by the way, any thing under 
three hundred years-of age in new in this old 
world,—and therefore it is very new indeed. 
It was formally imangurated in 1883 when 
Belgium celebrated the jubilee period of her 
existence as a kingdom. It cost ten millions 
of doilars and covers an area of two hundred 
and seventy thousand square feet, which is a 
good deal more than is covered by St. Peter's 
at Rome. The building is nearly 600 feet 
square, and the gilt cross on its sammit 400 
feet above the street. It is said to be the 
largest architectural achievement of the 
present century, and suggests in ite external 
appearane the ancient structures of Egypt 
and Assyria. It contains twenty-seven large 
court rooms, eight open courts, and two 
hundred and forty-five other apartments. 
The large waiting room in the centre is three 
handred and twenty feet high, and on the 
steps on either side the entrance are statues 
of Demosthenes and Lycurgus, of Cicero and 
Domitius Ulpian. 
figeres, representing justice, law, strength 
and clemency, adorning the retunda. All 
this we could learn from our guide books,and 
we set out to verify the truth of it with our 
owneves We didn't know where it was 
exactly, but as we walked along the street of 
| the Regency where we had been launching we 
| saW a street car cross our path, and the words 
‘Palais de Justice’ on it, so we stepped on 
|

Wo studied the broad 


beautifnl street of the Re enoy, with its 
blocke of fine buildings etretehing clear down 
to where a mile and a half below the beauti. 
fal church of St. Marv's of Schaarbeek blocks 
the view. Then we strolled down among the. 
narrow streets and lanea of the lower town ; 
walked round the Church of Oar Lady of the- 
Sablon and went on to the old Cathedral of 
St. Gudale, This fine old gothic building 
stands on a rather steep slope hooking over 
the lower town and is a place of conshbnane 
interest. It was began about the one 
thousand two hundred and twenty and its 
portal is loaded with statues and statuettes, 
But the chief beauty of the place is in ite 
ancient «tained glass windows. In the chapel 
of the Sacrement, which is on the north 

are five of the finest, presented in the 
halfof the sixteenth century by five of the 
most powerful Catholic potentates of that 
time, each window bearing the portrait of its 
donors, The first represents John the Third 
of Portugal and his Queea, Catherine, who 
was a sister of Charles the Fifth of Spain, 
the next, Louis of Hungary and his’ Queen, 
Maria, also a sister of Charles V. ; then come 
Fraweia the First of France and his Queen, 
Eleonora, a third sister of the King of Spain, 
then Ferdinand I, of Austria, Charles the 
Fifth's brother, and hie Queen, while over 
the altar are seen Charles himeelf and his 
Queen, Eleonora Louise. i hese form only: 
ohe group ont of the scores that one could 
linger for days over and enjoy, and even this 
re to be taken on trast as we conld not get 
into the charch at that hoor. 

After tea we took a ride round the circle of 
the boulevards that occupy the site of the 
ancient walls of the city, This gave ua « 
view of the Paince of the Academies, built 
for the Prince of Orange, where beautiful 
freseo paintings and plaster casta may be seen 
any day of the week for ten cents, and of the 
Pyace du Trone with ite beautiful lawn and 
flowers, Then we went down the Avenne of 
the Cloth of Gold aad the bonlevard of 
Waterloo to the little park, or rather Synare 
and Museum ofthe Porte d’ Hal. ‘Thix build. 
ing, Once a fortress and then a prixon, in all 
that remains of the ancient fortifications of 
thecity. Then on tothe Palace of the Con. 
stitution, close by the southern station.of the 
railway, past the veterinary college and ite 
spacious grounds ; the huge City Abattoir : 
the extensive military barracks ; to where the 
Willebroeck canal terminates and custom 
houses, store houses, quays and baaiua spread 
over a large space. Here the ancient walle 
made a square torn to the east and the boule. 
vard does thedame.  Wecateh @ glimpee of 
the Green Alley, which in former days was 
the most popular of the city promenades, but 
is now quite deserted We cross the high 
road to Antwerp and reach the Palace of t¢ 
Nations and the Northern Railway station, 
where we first set foot in the city, and as we 
pass along the huge Hospital of St. John ap. 
pears on our right hand and che green fo 
and shrubbery of the Botanical Gardens on 
our left. Then we cross the Rae Royale y 
near that famous house whera the Duchess of 
Richmond gave her big military hop, and 
“there was a sound of revelry by night’’ on 
the 17th of June, 1815, that the poet tells 
about. Farther on is the Astronomical 
Observatory and here we turn southward, 
completing the circle at the Street of the Law, 
just convenient to the Vauxhall gardens, 
where the concert is about to begin. Seated 
under shady tree with an andience of say @ 
thousand people, all broken up into little 
gtoups cf two or three or four or five, with 
gas lights below and moonlight above and 
rich German harmonies pulsing and throbbing 
in the air around, after hours of weary tramp- 
ing and still more wearying sight-seeing, how 
pleasant and restful the spot.

The residents of the Allen Settle- 
ment, Madoc township, ‘were thrown 
into a state of horrified excitement on 
Monday by the arrest early in the 
morning of J. Thomas Blandin, a young 
school teacher who has taught in that 
section for the past three years, on the 
unnatural and revolting charge of crim- 
‘inmally seducing one of his pupils, a 
young girl ouly between thirteen and 
fourteen years ofage. The unfortunate 
vietim of this great crime is Lillie May, 
second daughter of Mr. George Rollins, 
and a member of one of the most highly 
respected families in the township. 

’ From the statement of the little girl, 
child we might say, it appears the crime 
was first committed last winter, he 
keeping her in after school hours on 
the pretext of her not being up in her 
studies. This was repeated from time 
to time throughout the summer. The 
child’s terrible condition was first die- 
covered by her horrified mother on Sun- 
day night Jast, and on being questioned 
sbe confessed to have been under the 
persuasions and threats of Blandin since 
the time above mentioned. The father 
at once drove to Madoc and procured a 
‘warrant for his arrest, which Chief Huff 
executed before Blandin was out of bed 
Monday morning. He had a prelimin- 
~ hearing before A. F. Wood, J. P., 
who at once committed him to jail to 
atand his trial. We are informed that 
the prisoner made a suggestion to the 
magistrate that he would marry the girl, 
thus acknowleding his guilt. 

It is reported that others of his pupils 
have been repeatedly kept: in and ap- 
sean the same way, but so far as 

wn this the only case in which he 
succeeded in his villainous designs. 
Up to this time Blandin bore a good 
character in the neighborhood, and he 
was well known in this village. His 
age is about 21 years. 

Since the discovery of her daughter's 
condition, Mrs. Rollins has been in an 

almost distracted condition, and fears 
are entertained that the great shock 

may effect her reason. Mr. Rollins is 

equally prostrated. We would not. an- 
ticipate justice, but it would seem that 
no puni t could be too severe for 
the wretch who would bring such 
misery on a respected household. He 
will doubtless be tried under the 
Charlton Act.

He recited the aims and objects 
of the Orange Association, which, brief- 
ly summarized, are to unite Protestants, 
to contend against the errors of Popery 
and Infidelity, to maintain the connec- 
tions between Canada and the Mother 
Country, to honor the memory of the 
Protestant deliverer, William III, and 
to be of mutual benefit and aid to each 
other. He disabused the public mind 
of many erroneous ideas entertained re- 
garding the order, and showed the 
necessity of such an organization to 
combat the encroachments of the foe of 
civil and religious liberty when Protes- 
tants were not united as they should be. 
Mr. Johnson severely denounced those 
agitators who are forever eclaiming 
against British connection and extolling 
the virtues of the United States, and 
advised all such to leave this country 
for the country’s good He referred to 
the present agitation, and thought the 
country must be sick, sore, and tired of 
this continual subserviency to Popery 
by both our political parties in their 
endeavors to secure and hold the 
“Catholic vote.” Referring to our 
member, he said he was certain Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell voted on the Jesuit 
question conscientiously, and asked 
them to suapend judgment until they 
had heard him explain his course. A 
hearty vote of thanks was tendered the 
speaker on the conclusion of his address, 
moved by J. R. Tait, Esq., of L’Amable, 
seconded by Wm. George, Esq., of May- 
nooth. . 
The work of instituting the new 
County Lodge was then proceeded with, 
there being a large attendance of mem- 
bers from all parts of the northern 
district. Bro. Johnson, P. G. M., was 
assisted by the following brethren act- 
ing as the other Provincial Grand 
Officers :-—J. W. Blair, Madoc, D.G.M.;

In the morning we talked over our day's 
work with the genial concierge of the Hotel, 
and he said ‘“‘have you seen the Hotel de 
Ville?’ and we said ‘‘no."’ Then he said 
**you ought to see it,” and we said ‘impossi- 
ble, we start for Cologne in an hour.”” Then 
he said ‘but you shall see it. I will have 
the carriage drive you that way to the eta 
tion,"’ and #0 it came to pass that we saw one 
more of the sights of the old city, and that 
by no means the least inter-sting, before we 
took our final leave. To reach the Grande 
Place, where the Hotel de Ville stands, in- 
volves a ride through a good deal of the old 
town that was formerly enclosed within the 
walls. The streets are narrow, crooked, and 
irregular, but here the activity and stir of 
business everywhere prevail. Just opposite 
where the old Charch of St. James on Can- 
denberg looks over the gigantic statue of 
Godfrey of Bouillon, and across the Place 
Royale, we descend the steep atreet called the 
Mountain of the Court, reach the Street of 
the Madeleine, and turn into the Grande 
Place. The coachman stops and points to a 
massive building before us and says simply, 
"Hotel de Ville,*’ and waits five minutes for 
us to recover from our emotiong and memor- 
ize the scene, The Hotel de Ville is consid- 
ered by far the moat beautiful building in all 
ee. It forms on the ground an irreg. 

arallell » having a frontage of about 
two hundred feet on the market p and « 
depth of about one hundred and seventy-five, 
Ite graceful stone tower is three hundred and 
seventy feet high, and is surmounted by a 
gilt image of St. Michael, which serves as « 
weather-vane. The building was erected 
nearly five hundred yeara ago, and the whole 
front is filled with niches and all the niches 
filled with statues, Thad no idea there had 
ever been half so many Dukes of Brabant as 
are here represented.

Herein 1568 the bloody and 
brutal Duke of Alva beheaded twenty-five of 
the Netherlandish nobility, a:mong them 
Count — and Count Hoorn, whose 
statues adorn the square called the Little 
Sablon. . The oldiguild-houses comprise the 
Hall of the Butcher-guild, that of the Brewers 
which has been restored and has a statue of 
Duke Charles of Lorraine on its gable, that 
of the Archers, that of the Skippers, of which 
the gable in shaped like the stern of a ship, 
that of the Carpenters, and that of the 
Tailors. As we drove onward towards the 
station we passed the Mannikin Fountain, 
which is one of the sights you may as well 
have explained to you before you Go to wee it, 
then we tarn into the Avenue of the South, 
which takes us straight to the train. I want 
to notice just one thing to show that these 
old-world cities are not #0 old fogyish and 
hide-bound in their ideas as some might 
think, The grand boulevards which I have 
described as following the line of the ancient 
fortifications, form an irregular circle of land 
that must have been very valuable when it 
waa decided to remove the walls, and would 
have = an immense price for building 
purposes, but the city withstood the pressure 
and devoted it to ite present use, and becama 
the admiration of all who visit it. Lately it 
was seen that the crooked, narrow streets of 
the old town were not adequate to its wants 
and three million dollars were spent to pur- 
chase a right of way and a broad new boule. 
yard built right through the centre of the 
moat crowded part. here are no treea yet 
grown in this new treet, but beautiful and 
expensive buildings extehd on either side, 
And how did private enterprise so well second 
public liberality by putting up such beautiful 
edifices along the mew street. The fact is the 
city offered prizes ranging from twenty 
thousand franca downward, to those who 
should erect the finest buildings on the new 
atreet ; and so the thing was done. A good 
part of this broad new way lies over the little 
river Senne, which flows through the cit 
underground amd, to the stranger, castapeeted. 
It strikes me ‘there is a kind of moral lesson 
in this procesding, of the municipality I 
mean, not of the river, which might be of use 
even to a place no larger than Madoc.

A Hot Job. 


Apropos of the reported failure of the pro/ 
position to establish: a Canadian fas? Ft 
lantic line, It wonld seem that the collapse. 

A recent num- 
ber of “‘ The Eagineer ” newspaper discusses 
the metheds puraued by the awift ocean 
steamships, In order to give these great 
ships ther speed, men are consumedfas well 
as coal, That is, men are obliged to work 
ina temperature that would kill any one 
not endowed with greatetrength. The first 
cylinder of a triple expansion engine is so 
hot that the oiler is almost baked. The 
steam pressure on the new ships is 160 
pounds, indicating «a heat of 371 degrees 
Uader such heat conditions the oiler cannot 
desert his post without risk ot heating the 
platon bearings red het. Tne steam pipe is 
covered, but the covering is too hot to be 
touched. ‘The Eogineer” says: To pasa 
between the boilers is to face a temperature 
positively trightfal; it ie almost impossible 
to geta » sw of air through this space, 
bat in many ships coal has to be barrowed 
through it by the trimmers. When foroed 
draught is need, the heat in the fire rooms 
rises sometimes in deep ships to as much as 
150 degrees. The only consideration is to 
get air to the fires. If this is done, tt is as- 
sumed that the men will beallright, There 
never wasa more unwise policy, It is al- 
most impossible to get farnaces worked un- 
der such conditions. It is no longer the 
most skillful fireman who can be employed.

This city is lively and flourishing and to 
nearly all outward appearance modern, though 
seen in the light of history it is hoary with 
antiquity. There was probably a town here 
even before Caesar led his legions over the 
Rhine, and Charlemagne was probably born 
and certainly died within its.walls From 
his death in the year 814 down to the acces- 
sion of Ferdinand I, in 1581 all the German 
emperors were crowned here, which gave the 
city additional importance ; and many diets, 


to discuss and settle the most important affgirs 
of Europe. Here the peace was made with 
Spain, in which Louis XIV of France re- 
linguished his claims to the Netherlands, 
1668 ; here the war of the Austrian Succes: 
sion ended in 1748, and here in 1818 the 
German armies agreed to withdraw from 
France. 

But amid so much that is new gleams and 
glimpses of old attract the traveller's eye. 
The ramparts are replaced by shady promen- 
ades, but one or two of the old gateways are 
standing still. The old Rathhans abides, and 
above and before all, the old ¢athedral with 
its octagonal Byzantine tower, its many 
ornamented gables, and lofty cupola, arrests 
the ettention while still afar off. The city 
lies in a pleasant valley surrounded by hills, 
and though we made no stay there to speak 
of, we looked intently with all the eyes we 
had till the scene was left behind us, and 
then our thougkts—well, the limit of one’s 
reflections on a place so rich in suggestions 
need only be confined by the extent of his 
revious i The city of to-day, with 
its hundred thousand busy inhabitants, and 
its endless manufactures of woolens,stockings, 
leather, shawls, silks, pins, needles, glass- 
ware, hardware, carriages, chemicals, brandy, 
beer and tobacco, soon fades out of sight 
when one goes back to early times, sees in 
fancy some old Roman noble borne toilsome.
